I think memories are better in the sense of remembrances of the style of 
Allende, even Communist parties in Latin America all of which were developing 
under the influence of Europe and American imperialism as in fact Ecuador where I 
used to live for meeting intellectuals and even academics and found happiness and 
solace that Sirohi knows its history as El Material Humano by Rey Rosa. 


I. Open Veins of Latin America (1950 - 1989) 


It commences in a long colonizer’s history, that tribals and indigenous people all 
slept to wait for colonizer ships and even forms of trade and unequal exchange from 
Spanish colonizers to Portugeuse. This commences a long history of dependency 
which then became colonial and post-colonial forms of dictatorships from
